Unless substantial rains fall w ith­ 
in the next two or three days, M arsh 
C ree will fall to such a point th a t 
it will be imix)sflible for the w ater 
com pany's pumping plant to oper­ 
ate. and the town will bi? forced to 
rely solely on the 
limited 
supply 
now being pumped from three wells, 
company spokesman said. 
The pumping plant was operated 
only three hours, 
Sunday evening, 
and afterw ard the level of the water 
failed to rise any appreciable dis­ 
tance. 
Keep Reserve 
“We w ant to keep a reserve supply 
in M arsh Creek, lf possible,” w ater 
company officials said, “so th a t the 
town would not be brought face to 
face with an acute water famine 
But we notice th a t much water is 
being lost through evaporation and 
ground seepage 
due to 
the 
pro­ 
tracted drought." 
W ater 
com pany 
officials 
again 
urged local water consumers not to 
waste any water nor to use any of 
the available supply unnecessarily. 
"The way it looks now we will be 
able to operate the pumping station 
only a few days more, and th en 
we will be forced to shut down until 
the w ater in th a t stream is replen­ 
ished by rains,” 
company 
officials 
asserted. 
Meanwhile, the Johns’ well and 
the two shafts at th e reservoir are 
pumping day and night in the hope 
th at they m ay be able to keep th e 
reservoir at capacity. 
Clean 3rd Well 
W hile th e visible supply of w ater 
in M arsh Creek is rapidly ebbing,
